3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest, alone or in a combination, among other 
things, at least a spread spectrum clock generator circuit and its method as a whole, the 
combination of elements and features as claimed, which includes the spectrum modulation of the 
clock signal is switched on and off in response to a first and second state of the command signal 
respectively; and the generator comprising two circuits: the first circuit generates a clock signal 
in response to a reference signal, a sequence of spread spectrum ROM codes, a command signal 
and a feedback signal; the second circuit configured to synchronize the command signal to the 
feedback signal.
